John  Ainlej',  Crec  Grochen- 
our,  and  BernlceDammeyer  were 
I'locied  from  a  slate  of  seven 
candidates  Irom  Indian^. 

The  resolution,  introduced  by 
President  Mark  Souder,  proposed 
that  'the  student  Senate  of  In- 
dMiiij-Purdue  University,  while 
nnt  necessarily  endorsing  the 
Vietnam  War,  repudiates  the  en- 
dorsement bytberepresentatives 
attending  thelndlanaStudentsAs- 


soiiaiion  mooiiiiK  of  September 
28  ol  the  October  15  classroom 
bovcoti  In  support  of  the  one- 
day  moratorium  on  Vietnam". 
Souder  staled  that  the  classroom 
boyrolt  was  "an  Individual  de- 
cision rather  than  a  concern  of 
student  government".  The  res- 
olution was  passed  unanimously. 

Discussion  concerning  a 
Campus  Government  Convention 
In  Detroit  octot>er  23-26  ended 
in  a  majority  vote  to  appropriate 
funds  for  three  students  to  at- 
tend with  Dean  D.  Richard  Smith 
and  Dean  Roger  Manges  of  tlie 
Ofllce  of  Student  Services. 

Earlier  Id  the  evening  Dean 
Smith  spoke  ol  secondary  (non- 
academic)  functions  of  the  C^am- 


pus,  Kenneth  Kelli 
Dean  for  Administration,  dis- 
cussed the  constraints  placed  an 
the  growth  of  the  campus  as  a 
result  of  lack  of  approprialed 
funds  from  the  stale  legislature. 
Dean  Manges  presented  a  new 
procedure  concerning  custodial 
services  for  recognized  student 
organizations.  Dr.  Ernest  P. 
Weckesser,  represented  the  Pur- 
due Faculty  Senate  in  expressing 
the  hope  ttiat  the  student  Govern- 
ment would  report  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  Senate  to  open  lines  of 
communication  l>etween  the  two 
tiodles.  He  also  Indicated  that 
a  representative  from  the  stu- 
dent newspaper  and  from  the 
student  t)ody  would  be  invited  to 
Sit  In  on  the  faculty  meetings. 


Input  bi  many  people"  the  basic 
needs  have  t>een  supplied  to  all 
departments  concerned.

Issued  by  Purdue  and  Indiana 
Deans,  Dr.  D.  Hlcbard  Smith  and 
Dr.  ilalph  E.  nroyles  said; 
"Great  credit  Is  due  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Joint  Building  pro- 
gram Development  Committee 
wlio  have  spent  many  hours  de- 
termining space  needs  of  various 
Indiana  and  Purdue  departments, 
and  allocating  footage  which  will 
be  available  In  Building  A,  .  ,'■ 


diana  Uidverslty  Ubrarytobring 
In  ''modern  and  up-to-date" 
Ideas  for  the  future  construction. 
The  Ilrsl  phase  of  planning  Is 
to  be^ln  In  June  of  1970. 

To  be  under  contract  by  Sep- 
tember, 1970,  Is  the  4  million 
dollar  Student  Union  Building  C, 
A  committee  headed  by  Assistant 
Dean  o(  Student  services,  Dr. 
Roger  Manges,  Is  currently 
studying  similar  buildings  at 
neighboring  campuses  with  the 
goal  of  helping  to  provide  a 
"campus  life"  for  students  at  a 
commuter  coUeRe. 

Only  51.G  million  of  theover- 
all  construction  costs  totaling 
$23  million,  will  be  In  direct 
state  cash  appropriations  with 
tbe  rest  to  be  paid  oft  primarily 
through  student  fees.

Student  Government  plans  new  constitufion 


Plaits  are  now  underway  to 
Investigate  the  possibilities  for 
writing   a   new    student   govern- 

asslgned   to   the   task  Is  headed 
by    Mike   Nusbaumer,  a  student 

A  similar  attempt  made  last 
year  ended  with  a  40-page  docu- 
ment containing  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  all  brandies  ot 
student  government.  This  consti- 
tution filled,  however,  to  meet 
the  Deans'  approval. 

One  reason  for  itsfailurewas 
given  by  Cordell  Mathleu,  student 
body  president.  Referringto sec- 
lion  IX  of  article  three,  Duties 
and  Powers  regardlne  the  Student 


Senate,  he  noted  thatltempower- 
ed  a  senator  to  request  of  the 
Assistant  Dean  for  Student  Ser- 
vices to  require  a  student's 
presence  before  the  Senate  for 
tnvestieatlons  if  necessary. 
"This  would  require  authority 
the  Deans  have  not  been  given," 
he  said. 

"Vague"  and  "ambiguous  in 
places",  was  the  description 
given  by  Mark  Souder,  student 
government  vice-president. 

Committee  head  ^'usbailme^ 
believed  certain  sections  would

Former  student 
Robert  York  Is  given  credit  for 
the  initial  effort  last  year  to 
devise  a  more  uniform  consli- 
tuiion  incorporating  i 
branches  of  student  government 
that  were  under  separate  con- 
stitutions. 

Student  government  Is  now 
operating  under  an  older  con- 
stitution dating  from  1965.  Itwas 
this  constitution  that  originally 
fell  under  criticism  leading  to 
tbe  attempts  ai  revision. 

President  Mathleu  stated  he 
hoped  the  new  constiiuUon  would 
be  ready  In  "May  before  student 
elections".

The  ancient 
Persian  Empire  reached  Its  sat- 
uration point  when  It  collided  with 
the  Greek  city-states.  The  Per- 
sian Empire,  prior  to  Its  con- 
flict, had  exiended  lis  hegemony 
trom  Its  power  and  culture  base 
of  Asia  Minor  over  all  related 


cultures  and  power  systems  In 
the  Easiern  Medlieranean  world, 
lis  Inability  to  conquer  and  assi- 
milate the  Creek  city-states  and 
their  alien  culture  signified  the 
fact  thai  Its  saturation  point  had 
been  reached,  Theencounterwith 
the  Greek  city-states  was  a  fail- 
ure for  the  Persians  and  the 
sharpness  and  complete  failure 
of  their  effort  was  to  bring  about 
3  deierlorathDO  In  Persia  that 
would  be  (iital. 

The  Roman  Empire  reached 
Its  saturation  point  around  the 
time  of  Christ.  This  was  signi- 
fied when  Ihe  Romans  were  de- 
feated In  the  heartland  ol  Asia 
Minor  by  the  Parthlans  andalong 
the  EltK  River,  the  heartland  of 
Europe,  by  the  Germanic  tribes.
